COBS  OF  MEXICO 


Coining  operations  in  Mexico  be¬ 
gan  around  1536  and  when  you  stop 
to  consider  that  this  was  only  15 
years  after  Columbus  made  his 
landing  on  our  shores  and  84  years 
prior  to  the  arrival  of  Pilgrims  to 
America,  it  was  quite  an  accom¬ 
plishment. 

Money  in  those  days  was  real  hard 
honest  money.  A  pound  of  silver  or 
gold  had  the  same  value  the  world 
over  and  a  coin  was  expected  to  con¬ 
tain  a  certain  weight  and  fineness  of 
metal.  It  was  the  responsibility  of 
the  government  to  assure  its  citizens 
that  this  was  so. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  his¬ 
tory  will  show  that  since  the  earliest 
of  times,  most  governments  have 
been  filled  with  schemers  and  graf¬ 
ters.  The  one  at  the  top  got  the  big¬ 
gest  slice  and  it  ranged  downward 
according  to  the  position  held. 

Positions  at  the  mint  were  eagerly 
sought  and  at  first  were  filled  by 
royal  appointment.  Later  these  posi¬ 
tions  were  sold  to  the  highest  bidder. 

All  gold  and  silver  mined  in  Mex¬ 
ico  was  subject  to  a  20%  tax,  which 
was  known  as  the  “Royal  Fifth." 
Many  errors  were  overlooked  in  the 
operation  of  the  mint,  but  woe  be  to 
anyone  who  dipped  his  fingers  in  the 
Royal  Fifth  or  tried  to  by-pass  it. 

There  were  four  positions  of  im¬ 
portance  in  the  minting  process.  The 


first  was  the  treasurer,  then  the 
smelter  chief,  the  assayer  and  the 
engraver. 

Let  us  say  you  brought  100  pounds 
of  silver  bullion  to  the  mint  to  be 
struck  into  coins.  First  it  was  exam 
ined  to  see  that  it  was  properly 
stamped  to  indicate  that  the  Royal 
Fifth  had  been  satisfied.  Then  it  was 
assayed  and  after  being  made  into 
crude  bars,  coins  of  your  choice  were 
made. 

One  hundred  pounds  would  pro¬ 
duce  3400  pieces  of  4  reales.  There 
were  68  reales  to  a  one  half  pound  of 
silver.  The  mint  charged  40  reales 
(10)  for  assaying  and  600  reales  for 
minting.  Of  this  600,  400  were  kept 
as  mint  operating  expense  and  200 
was  collected  as  a  tax.  You  left  the 
mint  with  3240  shiny  4  real  pieces 
and  left  behind  160  as  assay  and 
minting  expenses. 

What  happened  to  your  silver  bul 
lion?  First  it  was  made  into  bars. 
The  word  “cob”  is  a  corruption  of  the 
Spanish  “Cabo  de  Barra."  Slices  of 
the  bars,  or  cobs,  were  cut  from  the 
main  bar  which  was  approximately 
circular.  The  cobs  were  never  flat 
and  even,  so  that  stamping  on  the 
letters  and  designs  were  never  per 
feet. 

These  cobs  were  placed  between 
two  crudely  made  dies  and  struck  a 
hard  blow.  As  you  can  imagine,  such 
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crude  methods  were  accompanied  by 
a  profusion  of  headaches  •  punches 
broke,  dies  broke,  hammer  blows 
were  uneven  and  bounced  around, 
causing  double  and  triple  strikes. 

The  first  cobs  of  Charles  I  period 
were  not  dated.  They  can  be  identi¬ 
fied  by  the  “Cross  of  Jerusalem” 
which  was  on  most  of  the  Mexican 
cobs.  This  was  a  cross  with  small 
balls  on  the  ends  of  the  cross  bars. 

The  numbers  of  this  era  will  seem 
to  be  confusing  to  many.  The  figure 
“5”  looks  like  an  unfinished  “9". 

This  was  the  period  of  Philip  II 
and  was  also  the  first  time  that  the 
large  8  real  coin  (pieces  of  eight) 
were  minted.  Cob  coinage  continued 
until  1733  and  1734  when  a  series  of 
square  flat  pieces  were  issued.  They 
appear  to  be  a  sort  of  transitional 
type  between  cobs  and  milled  coins. 

At  the  time  of  the  minting  of  the 
earliest  coins  in  our  country,  the 
New  England  shilling,  as  well  as  the 
Willow  Oak  and  the  Pine  Tree  pie¬ 
ces,  the  minting  of  cobs  in  Mexico 
was  forever  stopped  and  round 
milled  coins  took  their  place. 

There  are  many  other  interesting 
bits  of  history  attached  to  the  “cob” 
and  if  your  interest  or  curiosity  is 
whetted,  check  out  a  few  books  on 
the  subject. 


CURRENCY  ERROR 

There  is  an  engraving  error  on  the 
reverse  side  of  the  $1  currency  notes. 
Back  Plate  Number  129,  the  correct 
number,  was  erroneously  placed  on 
the  left  reverse  side  of  the  currency 
beneath  the  letter  “O”  in  the  written 


word  “ONE.”  It  should  have  ap¬ 
peared  on  the  right  side  beneath  the 
letter  “E.” 

A  total  of  3,036,480  Federal  Re¬ 
serve  notes  were  printed.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  notes  issued  to  the  Federal 
Reserve  Banks  is  somewhat  less  due 
to  spoilage  or  quality  control  re¬ 
quirements.  The  notes  were  printed 
between  May  9  and  May  15,  1985. 
The  plate  was  destroyed  July  19, 
1985. 

The  error  was  discovered  after  the 
notes  had  been  sent  to  Federal 
Reserve  Banks,  issued,  and  the  plate 
destroyed.

and  their  coinage  —  Part  I

The  new  land  of  America  pre¬ 
sented  great  problems  and  even 
greater  opportunities  to  the  rulers  of 
Spain,  France  and  England.  Beset 
by  generations  of  inefficiency,  over¬ 
loaded  bureaucracy,  wastefulness, 
and  above  all,  the  always-ready 
other  large  powers  who  were  eager  to 
improve  their  own  position  in  the 
balance  scales  of  world  power.  This 
condition,  which  was  not  changed 
much  even  today,  led  to  the  sending 
of  Columbus  on  his  search  for  riches, 
gold  and  silver,  and  new  trade  areas. 

After  the  discovery  of  this  vast 
new  land  by  Spain  -  England  and 
France  were  both  eager  to  extract 
their  measure  of  wealth  lying 
around  on  the  ground,  to  be  given 
them  by  the  natives.  England  sent 
her  colonists  North  to  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  and  the  Atlantic  Coastal  area. 
Spain  had  the  southern  areas  from 


the  Gulf  of  Mexico  on  south  pretty 
well  sewed  up.  France  then  tried  to 
work  in  both  areas,  in  the  fur  trade 
area  of  the  far  north  and  the  Mexico 
gold  and  silver  area  of  the  south. 

The  coinage  of  the  six  sovereign 
nations  ranges  from  the  very  exten¬ 
sive  and  colorful  issue  of  the  Repub¬ 
lic  of  Texas’  paper  money  to  the  most 
insignificant  and  probably  extreme¬ 
ly  limited  use  by  the  French  colon¬ 
ists.  The  Indians,  the  true  Texans, 
used  no  money  as  such,  although 
they  undoubtedly  had  a  barter  sys¬ 
tem  based  upon  the  use  of  wampum. 

This  series  of  articles  will  deal 
with  the  historical  aspect  of  the  six 
countries  that  held  sovereignty  over 
Texas  and  the  coinage  they  used. 

Our  first  story,  then  is  of  France. 
England  never  entered  Texas  until  it 
was  a  new  nation  and  a  republic, 
being  content  with  privateering  off 
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the  rich  galleons  carrying  the 
wealth  of  the  new  world  back  to 
Spain.  France  first  sent  a  colony  of 
300  men  to  plant  a  colony  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Mississippi  River,  in 
order  to  secure  that  body  of  water 
and  all  its  tributaries  to  herself. 

Robert  Cavalier  de  La  Salle,  the 
leader  of  the  group,  arrived  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  16,  1685,  in  his  four  ships. 
However,  misled  by  inaccurate 
charts  he  landed  not  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Mississippi  but  entered  the  bay 
of  San  Bernardo,  since  named 
Matagorda.  Losing  one  of  his  ships 
on  the  bar  to  the  bay  and  another, 
containing  most  of  the  tools  and 
implements,  to  the  Spaniards  who 
captured  it,  his  naval  commander 
after  a  disagreement,  sailed  in  the 
third  back  to  France. 

To  secure  the  country  and  for  pro¬ 
tection,  he  erected  a  fort  at  the 
mouth  of  a  river  he  named  Les 
Vaches  (Lavaca)  after  the  buffalo 
found  there.  The  transfer  of  the  col¬ 
onists  and  the  erection  of  the  fort 
lasted  until  October  1685.  Then  the 
colonists  at  least  temporarily  taken 
care  of,  he  with  some  soldiers  started 
eastward  to  find  the  Mississippi  and 
to  secure  help.  But  his  only  ship  was 
lost  in  a  storm  and  after  weeks  of 
absence,  he  and  his  remaining  men 
struggled  back  to  his  colony  where 
he  found  even  worse  conditions. 
Many  were  sick,  some  had  died,  food 
was  scarce,  no  help  was  in  sight,  and 
the  frightened  and  discouraged  men 
were  now  talking  mutiny  against 
the  autocratic  La  Salle. 

Realizing  the  desperation  of  their 


situation  and  the  necessity  of  imme¬ 
diate  help.  La  Salle  now  decided  to 
go  north  to  the  French  settlements 
in  Illinois.  He  and  a  group  of  20 
weary  men  started  out  on  April  22, 

1686.  But  while  at  an  Indian  village 
on  the  Neches  River,  La  Salle  was 
stricken  with  fever.  His  ammunition 
was  exhausted,  some  of  his  men 
already  dead,  he  was  again  forced 
back  to  Fort  St.  Louis.  On  October 
22,  six  months  after  the  group 
started  out,  eight  survivors  made  it 
back  to  the  Fort.  The  plight  of  the 
group  was  now  desperate.  Despair 
and  resentment  against  the  harsh 
treatment  by  La  Salle  caused  some 
of  the  group  to  again  talk  mutiny 
Knowing  he  needed  to  obtain  imme¬ 
diate  relief,  La  Salle,  on  January  12, 

1687,  set  out  again  with  another 
group  of  20  men,  leaving  at  the  fort 
the  remaining  party,  now  down  to  13 
men  and  seven  women. 

In  the  vicinity  again  of  the  Neches 
River  active  mutiny  broke  out  and 
one  of  the  group  shot  La  Salle.  This 
was  about  March  16,  1687.  He  had 
spent  two  years  in  Texas,  mostly  in 
trying  to  find  the  Mississippi  River, 
for  only  by  finding  it  could  he  ret  urn 
to  Canada  and  obtain  safety  and 
relief.  During  this  time  he  traveled 
over  a  large  part  of  central  and  east 
ern  Texas. 

After  La  Salle’s  death,  some  of  the 
party  found  the  Mississippi,  and 
eventually  reached  safety  in  Can 
ada.  Those  who  remained  at  Fort  St 
Louis  were  killed  or  captured  by  the 
Indians  and  the  fort  was  left  in 
ruins. 
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La  Salle’s  settlement  was  due  to 
an  accident  but  it  gave  the  king 
excuse  and  reason  to  claim  the  coun¬ 
try,  and  so  became  the  cause  of  a 
struggle  for  its  possession.  Perhaps 
more  important,  it  awakened  the 
Spaniards  into  settling  in  Texas 
much  sooner  than  otherwise  might 
have  been  done. 

Thus  short  in  tenure,  almost 
doomed  from  the  start,  ended  Fran¬ 
ce’s  attempts  to  settle  in  Texas. 
Money  the  colonists  carried  was 
probably  very  little.  Certainly  they 
had  little  or  no  use  for  it.  A  few 
crowns,  perhaps,  but  mostly  trade 
goods  for  Indians  and  tools  and 
utensils  for  themselves.  For  after  all, 
they  were  coming  to  the  new  world  to 
find  gold  and  silver,  why  bring  it 
with  them!

CURRENCY  RESIDUE 

Recently  there  have  been  articles 
appearing  in  national  publications 
relative  to  the  toxicity  of  shredded 
currency  in  California.  Currency 
residue  meets  Federal  Environmen¬ 
tal  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  Stand 
ards  and  qualifies  as  nonhazardous 
waste.  This  has  been  substantiated 
by  certified  independent  laboratory 
tests. 

Like  most  other  states,  Califor¬ 
nia’s  toxic  standards  differ  from 
EPA’s,  and  are  generally  more  strict 
than  EPA  requirements.  The  San 
Francisco  Federal  Reserve  Bank’s 
testing  of  worn-out  bills  in  1984, 
showed  that  the  lead  and  copper 


content  of  the  ink  used  to  print  old 
currency  was  in  excess  of  Califor 
nia’s  allowable  standards. 

The  Bureau  of  Engraving  &  Print 
ing  (BEP)  has  worked  with  equip 
ment  designers  and  material  suppli 
ers  to  develop  new,  less  toxic  inks 
with  required  quality  and  printabil 
ity  characteristics.  In  1981,  the  in 
troduction  of  new  ink  formulations 
by  BEP  eliminated  high  concentra 
tions  of  lead  chromate.  Ultra 
modern  instrumentation  in  the  Bu 
reau  of  Engraving  &  Printing's 
Forensic  Laboratory  constantly 
monitors  the  raw  ingredients  ob 
tained  to  maintain  a  superior  level  ol 
excellence  in  products  produced. 

Currency,  depending  upon  the 
denomination,  normally  has  a  circu 
lation  life  of  from  eighteen  months 
to  four  years  or  more.  Accordingly,  it 
may  take  a  few  more  years  before  all 
of  the  old  currency  is  completely 
removed  from  circulation. 

6  BILLION  NOTES! 

A  record  one  year  production  o 
U.S.  currency  notes  will  be  producet 
by  the  end  of  this  year.  The  Bureau 
of  Engraving  &  Printing  Bureau 
announced  that  for  the  first  time  in 
its  history,  the  Bureau  will  reach  an 
annual  production  of  6  billion  cur 
rency  notes.  The  6  billionth  note,  a 
$1  note  from  the  Chicago  Federa 
Reserve  Bank,  was  produced  on  Sep 
tember  4.

The  new  Statue  of  Liberty  coin¬ 
ages  may  be  a  good  investment, 
especially  the  gold.  Many  collectors 
did  not  buy  the  Olympic  gold  and 
now  it  has  risen  to  about  three  times 
the  issue  price.  The  $5  will  be  in 
demand  from  several  point  of  col¬ 
lecting  interests  while  the  price  is 
not  greatly  out  of  line.  Gold  is  now  in 
the  $320  range  and  the  new  quarter 
eagle  contains  almost  a  quarter 
ounce.  It  is  my  understanding  that 
the  coin  will  be  issued  for  under 
$200.
